As  the  time  rolls  around  once  again  to 
lonor  the  birth  of  one  of  the  United  State’s 
greatest  presidents,  it  comes  when  the  U.S. 
md  even  the  world  is  torn  apart  by  many 
jonflicts. 

Perhaps  the  saga  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
md  his  rise  to  become  one  of  our  greatest 
eaders,  is  sometimes  over-emphasized  in 
iiir  American  society.  Yet  maybe  his  life 
md  philosophy  stand  out  better  when  they, 
are  applied  to  our  own  situation. 

Faculty  and  students  at  BYU  have  be- 
come increasingly  aware  of  the  war  in  Viet 
Nam,  and  of  the  number  of  American 
soldiers  who  are  losing  their  lives  daily  on 
battlefields  there. 

With  the  Selective  Service  increases, 
individual  lives  are  even  being  affected  here 
at  BYU  by  that  conflict. 

On  the  national  front,  the  tremendous 
racial  problems  and  issues  have  confront- 
ed everyone  for  the  past  several  years. 

These  are  problems  which  apply  to  our 
own  time  and  generation — yet  was  not 
Abraham  Lincoln  faced  with  some  of  these 
same  conflicts. 

— Was  not  he  the  president  at  the  time 
when  the  very  nation  was  torn  in  half  by 
one  of  the  most  savage  wars  in  our  history. 

— And  was  it  not  his  Emancipation 
Proclamation  and  the  ensuing  bitter  strug- 
gle and  freeing  of  the  slaves  that  brought 
the  simmering  racial  equality  issue  to  a 
head '! 

With  these  grim  facts  in  mind,  perhaps 
we  can  indeed  relate  the  words  and  actions 
of  Lincoln  to  the  here  and  now  ...  to  our 
conflicts  and  fears  for  our  country. 

Because  hatred  seems  to  be  at  the  base 
of  both  of  these  issues  which  confront  us, 
the  tall  man  from  Illinois  may  have  given

Fulbright  Worried  About  Declaration 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)-Sen.  J. 


W.  Fulbright,  D-Ark.,  and  former 
diplomat  George  F.  Kennan  join-

negotiated  peace. 

THESE  EXPRESSIONS  of  con- 
cern came  at  a Senate  Foreign  Re- 
lations Committee  hearing  after 
Kennan  had  recommended  that  the 
United  States  avoid  escalating  the 
war  but  stand  firm  militarily  in  an 
effort  to  force  peace  negotiations. 

Fulbright,  the  committee  chair- 
man and  a critic  of  administration 
policy  in  Viet  Nam,  told  Kennan: 

"IT  SEEMS  to  me  we  have  furth- 
er committed  ourselves  to  a point 
where  any  sort  of  a negotiated 
settlement,  short  of  outright  vic- 
tory, could  be  called  a betrayal  of 
a commitment.” 

Kennan,  a former  ambassador  to 
Moscow  and  Yugoslavia,  said: 

“It  gives  me  a very,  very  uneasy 
feeling  to  read  the  joint  declaration 
to  which  we  have  subscribed.  . . 

“It  does  seem  to  me  that  if  we 
want  to  develop  the  utmost  pros- 
pect of  a peaceful  solution,  we 
should  have  maintained  the  inde- 
pendence of  our  position.” 

FULBRIGHT  AND  Kennan  voic- 
ed doubts  that  the  South  Viet- 
namese leaders  who  joined  in  the 


Honolulu  Declaration  share  tl 
dedication  of  President  Johnsc 
and  other  American  officials  1 
the  economic,  social  and  humar 
aspirations  set  forth  in  the  declan 
tion. 

The  two  men  indicated  they  fea 
the  Saigon  leaders  are  more  ir 
terested  in  a hard-line  drive  fo 
complete  crushing  of  the  Viet  Con 
guerrillas. 


Fulbright  quoted  a newspape 
report  that  U.N.  diplomats  in  Ne 
York  see  the  declaration  “as  ;

Alice  Ludlow,  the  daughter  of  a 
Spanish  Fork  farmer,  enrolled  at 
BYU  the  autumn  of  1919.  She  met 
the  editor  of  the  Blue  and  White— 
the  old  campus  newspaper  and  fell 
in  love  with  him. 

They  were  married. 

His  name  was  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son. . , . 

But  little  of  the  following  is  his 
story.  It  is  an  informal  interview 
with  the  First  Lady  of  BYU:  Alice 
Ludlow  Wilkinson. 

DAILY  UNIVERSE:  What  was 
there,  Mrs.  Wilkinson,  which  first 
attracted  you  to  BYU? 

MRS  WILKINSON:  The  campus 
had  been  a legend  to  me  . . . be- 
cause my  mother  attended  it  as  did 
many  of  her  friends.  I knew  the 
president  of  the  university,  George 
H.  Brimhall  who  was  also  a native 
of  Spanish  Fork.  And  it  was  the 
atmosphere— the  intellectual  and 
religious  atmosphere  which  attract- 
ed me. 

UNIVERSE:  There  is  one  inter- 
esting experience  in  BYU  history 
concerning  your  life.  When  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  was  editor  of  the 
White  and  Blue,  you  ran  for  vice 
president  of  the  BYU  student  body 
and  he  became  your  campaign 
manager.  What  first  attracted  you 
to  President  Wilkinson? 

MRS  WILKINSON:  Well,  it  was 
his  youth,  his  enthusiasm  and  his 
sense  of  humor.  He  was  unusual  in 
that  he  was  an  excellent  debator 
and  at  that  time  emphasis  was 
placed  on  debating. 

UNIVERSE:  You  were  majoring 
in  dramatic  arts  and  minoring  in 
English.  You  switched  your  major 
and  minor,  then? 

MRS.  WILKINSON:.  I taught  at 
Provo  Junior  High  School  when  I 
was  a junior.  I came  back  to  BYU 
with  the  intention  of  completing 
my  senior  year  but  we  were  mar- 
ried.
